DAVID POTVIN 

Pianist David Potvin is active in Toronto as a performer, collaborative pianist and piano teacher. David holds a master’s 
degree in piano performance from the University of Toronto, where he studied with Marietta Orlov and was awarded 
the Simmonds Graduate Fellowship in Memory of Sara Levi Godfrey. 

David’s solo recital performances include those in Wolfville and Yarmouth, Nova Scotia, and at Walter Hall in Toronto. 

As the winner of the University of Toronto’s 2016 DMA recital competition, David is one of the performers featured in the 
Faculty of Music’s 2016-2017 Thursdays at Noon recital series. He performed Manuel de Falla’s Harpsichord Concerto 
(on piano) at the Bathurst Chamber Music Festival in May, 2014. He has also performed chamber and solo repertoire 
as part of festivals in Halifax, Vermont, Southern France, Romania and London, England. Overseas endeavours were 
supported by the Nova Scotia Talent Trust. David has received recognition in multiple competitive festivals, and was a 
national finalist in the Canadian Music Competition where the jury described his performance as “sensitive, intelligent 
and compelling.” 

Recent scholarly presentations include a talk entitled “Form as Dialogue in Chopin’s Nocturne Op. 15 no. 3,” at U of T’s 
2016 graduate student music conference, and a lecture recital about the music of Claude Debussy in the fall of 2015 as 
part of the Acadia University School of Music’s lecture series. 

A Nova Scotia native, David completed his Bachelor of Music in piano performance at Acadia University in 2012, under 
the tutelage of Ronald Tomarelli. During his time at Acadia, David was twice selected to perform at the Tom Reagan 
Memorial Concert, an annual showcase of faculty and select students. He was also the accompanist for the Acadia 
University Chorus, and a vocal performance class. While studying at Acadia, David was supported by the Minnie A. 
Poole scholarship in music. 

David is currently a student in the Doctor of Musical Arts program at the University of Toronto, where he is researching 
the pianism of Ricardo Vines in connection with Claude Debussy’s and Maurice Ravel’s compositional styles. His 
doctoral studies are graciously supported by the Nova Scotia Talent Trust. He accompanies the youth and senior choirs 
at Islington United Church, teaches piano privately, and runs an after school piano lesson program at Leslieville Junior 
Public School in collaboration with U of T’s piano pedagogy department. In his free time, he enjoys exploring Toronto, 
studying philosophy and watching soccer.
